He came here and 
collected $10,000 in cash. The money 
Was not subscribed and cabled or 
mailed to the revolutionists, but was 
given outright to Dr. Sen. All was 
donated by the Young China 80- 
ciety. 

“If Dr. Sen has gone away he will 
disrupt the Empire. A lot of my peo- 
ple have the good of China at heart, | 
but still are wise enough to see this. 
We want to help China only. 

“Dr. Sen came from England, and 
it will not surprise us to know that

HANKOW REPORT | 
OF TWO DAYS FIGHT.

HANKOW, Oct. 19.—(Delayed in 
transmission) — A two days’ battle be- 
tween the government forces from 
the North and the  revolutionists 
ended in a victory for the latter. The 
rebels forced the Imperial troops to 
retreat to a point miles north of Han- 
kow. 

The Loyalists’ gunboats dropped 
several miles down the coast. 

When the fighting ceased Wednes- 
day evening the revolutionists took 
up a strong position. Reinforcements 
for the rebels arrived during the night 
and early this morning (Thursday) 
a force fully 5000 strong began an 
advance on the ogee encamp- 
ment. 

The advance was conducted cau- 
tiously. On the march the rebels

The trial of the action was delayed

A woman physician is to be placed 
on the Lunacy Commission if the 
plans of Superior Judge Hutton are 
carried out, as he presented them to 
the Los Angeles Phychopathic Society 
last night, at ite first annual meet- 
ing in the home of the secretary, W. 
S. James, No. §21 Shatto place. 

Already a woman deputy sheriff is 
employed to restrain and care for 
women, and a Red Cross nurse is in 
attendance. The society unanimous- 
ly approved Judge Wilbur's purpose 
to appoint a woman on the commis- 
sion. The judge also expressed his 
hopes that lunacy cases hereafter may 
be placed under the jurisdiction of a 
special judge. 

President Judge Wilbur compli- 
mented Judge Hutton on his method 
of judging the insane, as he is the 
first in the world to held open-air 
court, and he acts as sympathetic ad- 
visor in each case presented and in 
many instances procures homes for 
the afflicted. 5

This is one 
kind of a panic; the other proceeds from 
the artificial character of our system of is- 
suing money.” 

Another cause of panic to which the Pres- 
ident did not refer is the tendency to op- 
timism and the revulsion to pessimism 
which, like the flow and the ebb of the tide, 


control both individuals and communities. 


The fluctuations of values in the stock mar- 
ket, fot instance, are not usually controlled 
by the intrinsic value of the securities dealt 
in. In railroads and in industrials earnings 
seem to have very little to do with prices. 
A stock which pays 4 per cent. on the par 
of 100 win vibrate between 60 and 90 three 
or four times in a year without any apparent 
reason. Purchasers become enthused with 
the idea that a stock is going up and they 


buy, antl the fact that they buy causes the 


stock % advance in price. Suddenly they 
become depressed with the thought that the 
stock is going down, they order it sold and 
their sale causes a recession in value. 

At Lewiston, Idaho, the President spoke 
of the prosperity of the farmers and the 
of extending the usefulness of the 
Postoffice Department through a parcels- 
post system.

After listening to Stephenson's campaign 
manager Hackett, who testified that 60,000 
letters had been sent out, Senator Heyburn, 
with a scowl! of incredulity upon his massive 
brow, remarked to the witness, “And do you 
mean to say that out of all that mail there 
does not exist today a single trace; that all 
evidence of that campaign literature has 
been destroyed ?’—and the witness answered 
not. 

It seems that $50 was given to a man to 
attend a picnic.

DECLINE OF TEA DRINKING, 


Consumption Has Not Gained for 
Twenty Years, Notwithstanding Re- 
duced Cost of the Leaves. 

{Brooklyn Eagle:] During the last 
twenty years the average import price 
of tea has declined several cents a 
pound, yet the consumption per capita 
has failed to make any gains. Ac 
cording to the Ideal Grocer, if there 
is any change it is for the worse. 

During the same period two things 
have happened, namely, a great spread 
of the premium system and the eés- 
tablismment of a market here for In- 
dia and Ceylon leaf.

“We are making object lesson and experimental roads 
here and there over the country to show the people 
what good roads are and how they should improve those 
of ed app As it is now, we have built in the neigh- 
borhood of 300 such roads in thirty-four different States. 
These toads are of the various kinds best suited to the 
several localities. Some are of macadam, some are of 
brick, some of gravel or sand-clay and burnt-clay, while 
others are of shell and others are oiled and cement 
roads. In this work the government furnishes the en- 
gineering supervision, and prepares the plans, specifi- 
‘cations and estimates of the work. The locality pays 
the other expenses. In addition to this we test road 
En- and advise the people as to what roads are 
the best for their special localities. We make plans for 
the construction, maintenance and administration of 
roads adapted to the country which applies for them. 

“At the same time we have lecturers going over the 
country to tell the people how roads should be made, 
and to show them the importance of good roads. We. 
are now equipping a certain number of cars with mod- 
els of roads and specimens of road material as well as 
of bridges, culvérts and other such things. These cars 
will be sent over the country, stopping here and there 
to instruct the people as to what good roads are and 
how they should be made. Thex will be handled some- 
what after the method of the grain exhibition cars of

“In addition to these things, the Office of Public Roads 
is a training school for highway engineers. Our men 
are all civil engineers, the graduates of the best of the 
colleges! who have passed our examinations.

What the States are Doing. 


The conversation here turned to the work of road im-

“Within the past fifteen. years nearly half of the 
States of the Unton have adopted the principle of giving 
State aid to roped building. New York has authorized 
the issuance of 50,000, 000, to be spent at the rate 
of $5,000,000 @ year, the various counties to sup- 
ply an equal amount. A great deal of such im- 
provement is gring on in the South. Virginia has ap- 
propriated| 3250 %% a year to be spent under the State 
highway department, and Louisiana will levy a tax of 
one-fourth of a mill on all of her taxable property as a 
highway fund. Alabama has made extensive appropri- 
ations, 0 Matyland will spend this year $1,250,000 in 
the same way. At the present time the sixteen south- 
ern States have available for road expenses about $40,- 
000,000, which is just double the amount devoted to 
such purposes in 1904. Indeed, the South has become 
highly interested in improving its roads.” 


Working the Convicts. 


“I understand that many of the southern States are 
working their roads with convict labor?” 

“Yes, and I think with great profit. In Virginia the 
State convicts are employed in road building, and the 
supervising engineers say that the convict labor is even 
more effective than paid labor. Georgia has nearly 5000 
prisoners at work on its roads, Louisiana will use its 
State convicts in the same way, and a part of the Ala- 
bama appropriation for the roads comes from the con- 
vict labor fund.; I see no reason why convicts should 
not be worked on the roads. In such cases they do not 
compete we tree labor as in the prison factories, and 
the open-air work should be healthy.” 

What Good Roads Cost. 


“What does a good road cost?” I asked. 


i „That depends much on the location and the materials 
at hand. 


It is cheaper to build good roads in the South 
than in the e:. for the southern wages are lower and 
the working period is longer throyghout the year. The 
most of the southern soil is good for the purpose. 
There is plenty of gravel and sand-clay, and we can 
make macatiam roads there cheaper than in the North. 
in Louisiana a macadam road can be made for $1800 a 
mile, and the average cost in nine different States of the 
South is less than $4000 per mile. In Butler county, 
Ohio, where they are now making bituminous macadam 
roads, the cost is $7000 a mile, while in Massachusetts 
the average macadam costs $8000 per mile. The aver- 
age cost of; making State roads in New York is more 
than $9000, and Ohio, which has made many brick roads, 
has recently let out a contract for the construction of 
five miles of such road near Ravenna, which will cost 
altogether more than $70,000, or over $14,000 per mile. 
Good roads fost all the way from a few hundred to $10,- 
000 or $15,000 per mile, according to their character and 
the materials of which they are constructed.”

That 
span of the Grand Trunk system was about all there 
was then. Wen I crossed Canada in August of the 
present year the train rolled in practically a straight 
line from Montreal to Vancouver, a distance of nearly 
3000 miles I might have boarded the train 400 miles 
farther down the river at Quebec. The Americans who 
have developed that wonderful system, the Canadian 
Pacific, rank among the greatest railroad builders of 
the time. They realize that a mere string of vertebrae 
would not do fdr a railroad, that that transportation 
whale must have strong, long and numerous ribs in the 
way of feeders. This is only one of the systems of rail- 
roads in Canada, The Grand Trunk with its little line 
from Montreal to Detroit fifty years ago has gone step 
by step with its rival in building branches all over the 
rapidly-developing empire in all parts of the Dominion. 
The two systems gridiron all the southern half of the 
Dominion of Canada, and if we compare them to twin 
octopi they are growing new tentacles every year. As 
Alberta in¢ s her output of wheat, beef and mutton 
the haul from Edmonton to Montreal is long. In the 
recent election one party refused to let the other ad- 
vance an inch ahead in promises to build a line to the 
head of Hudson's Bay. This great inland sea is frozen

The best-known Philippine hat is the bamboo or Bali- 
wag hat. This industry originated in the town of Ban- 
wag, the material used being the common, long-jointed 
bamboo of the archipelago—a kind of bamboo that has 
many other uses, for baskets, ropes, furniture, etc. Its 
clumps begin to sprout in May, and the stems are old 
enough 10 de cut in the tall.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT

HE much-mooted initiative and referendum,” 
T by Which the people of a State take the law- king 
power out of the hands of the Legislature, will, 
within a few weeks, be on trial for its life before the 
Supreme Court of the United States, which will decide 
whether that new method of “popular government”

Tens of millions of people will await the highest tri- 
bunal’s verdict with an interest not now bestowed upon 
any other political issue, unless it be the tariff. Ten 
States have already adopted this direct method gov- 


ernment through constitutional amendment, in 
seven others the Legislatures have submitted id as a 
constitutional amendment, although the people haye not 


yet voted upon it. It is a question which is being 
threshed over in every city mart and store 
of the land. The Supreme Court’s decision ns 

whether it shall live or die as a method of legislating 
for an entire State will have a considerable effect upon 
the next Presidential campaign. Whether the court 
will spare its neck, as it did that of the corporatipn-tax

From Referendum’s Birthplace. 


This great test case comes, out of Portland, Or., within 
a few miles of the hamlet where, less than a store of 
years ago, the initiative and referendum combination, 
as an instrument for passing State laws, was first agi- 
tated before a Farmers’ Alliance lodge, whence the doc- 
trine—then new to America—spread through the land, 
at first but a smoldering ground fire that ma little 
smoke, and then with a skyward burst of fame t poli- 
ticians are both feeding and fighting. 

Nine years ago a majority of voters of Oregon adopted 
in amendment to their Constitution, declaring that “the 
people reserve to themselves power to pro laws 
and amendments to the Constitution and to enact or re-

The lawyers contesting the initiative and referen- 
dum scheme claim that it constitutes as a Legislature a 
part of the voters of Oregon not elected by the people, 
whereas the Constitution of the United States in nine 
different sections implies that the Sate governments 
shall be representative and shall maintain representa- 
tive Legislatures. The Federal Constitution provides 
that in each State voters for Representatives in Con- 
gress shall have the qualifications required of voters for 
“the most numerous branch of the State Legislature.” 
The lawyers fighting the initiative and referendum 
scheme claim that inasmuch as the voters themselves 
are now this “most numerous branch of the Legislature” 
in Oregon, the new law makes it impossible to deter- 
mine the qualifications of voters for members of the 
lower house of Congress. | 


Curtails Legisiature’s Power. 


It is claimed, too, that the Oregon scheme empowers 
a part of the voters of the State, by direct ballot, to 
deprive the representative Legislature of power to con- 
sent to the purchase by Congress of places in the State 
needed for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dockyards and other needful buildings.

Mahy States have utilized convict labor on highways, 
but Tynan did not like the idea of sending out his me 
under guard and incumbered with ball and chain. He 
had watched the work of Ben Lindsey, Denver's juvenile 
court judge, who sends boys alone, “on honor,” to: the 
reformatory, and he figured that men were worthy of 
the same trust. Not all men, perhaps, for Tynan admits 
that there are some convicts who are not to be trugted, 
but enough to relieve the prison of its congestion of 5 
hands.

The other day, the whole gang boarded a train 
for Denver and marched up the streets of that city in 
orderly procession, and attended a performance in the 
leading theater. The management had invited the con- 
victs to see the performance, which had an “uplif "| note. 
Everybody has the “glad hand“ for Tynan's road men. 
Instead of being horror-stricken at the idea of having 
convicts in the neighborhood, the neighboring ranchers 
send books and magazines to the convict camps. Pho- 
nographs are loaned so the men may have concerts in 
the evening when the work on the road is over.; The 
men are given the impression that the big world inst 
which they have sinned is ready and willing to help 
them to rise again to respectability. 

Any one who happened on öne of Tynan’s — road 
camps in the Rockies would imagine that he had stum- 
bled on a contractor’s camp and that the men were free 
to quit the job any time they chose. The road builders 
are in charge of a foreman, but there is no armed 
guard. They work in orderly fashion with pick, shovel 
and drills, but there is no ‘conversation among them. 


| have attracted automobile tourists from all parts of the 


prison stripes and no prison hair-cuts to betray their 
identity. At night they return to the camp, apd after a 
phonograph concert or some other entertainment, they 
retire promptly at 9. An armed guard makes his ap- 
pearance irom somewhere, and paces about the camp 
until daylight. This solitary man with the rifle at night 
is the only outward indication that the men are under 
duress. 
The number of attempted escapes from the road 
camps has been so small as to be beneath consideration. 
The convicts themselves will prevent any one of the 
gang from “making his getaway” if they get an inkling 
of his intention. Not long ago a roadmaker forgot his 
promises to Tynan and deserted one of the camps. Then 
came the novel spectacle of convicts hunting a convict— 
for the other trusties scoured the hills for the fugitive 
with the skill and determination of Sheriff’s deputies. 
e| They were outspoken in their joy when the man was 
captured and sent back to;the prison. They enjoyed 
their comparative freedom too much to have it endan- 
gered by any “mucker” who coud not stand by his word 
to the warden. 7 
The convicts who do road work have ten days taken 
from their sentence for every thirty days of labor. This 
is an incentive to good work, and makes the convict feel 
that he is getting some return for the labor he is per- 
forming. The convicts fairly clamor for the privilege of 
working with the road gangs, and one of the warden's 
chief problems is to keep the outdoor work equally dis- 
tributed among those who have proved themselves 
worthy of trust. , 
The counties in which the road work is done pay the 
actual costs, above the amount allowed by the State for 
the maintenance of each prisoner. It costs about 25 
cents a day to feed each man in a road camp, as hearty 
fare is necessary, owing to the strenuous nature of the 
work. The county pays for this increased table cost, 
and it also pays for all tools, teams, etc. Thus the 
twenty-mile stretch of road between Canyon City and 
Colorado Springs cost exactly $19,777.50, pt which the 
State paid $8250 and El Paso county the remainder. The 
average daily expenditure was $33.84, of which $17.50 
was for food, the remainder being for incidentals, such 
as camp equipment, team feed tools, clothing, etc. 
The roads built by Warden Tynan's men are consid- 
ered model highways. Most of them have been built in 
the mountains or foothills, where much blasting has to 
be done. The road from Canyon City to the top of the 
Royal Gorge is twenty feet wide, and winds along moun- 
tainside until it reaches the brink of the gorge, more 
than 2000 feet above the Arkansas River. Nearly all 
this highway was blasted out of solid rock. The sky 
line drive, back of Canyon City, was planned by a life 
convict, who died a few months ago, and who used to 
belong to the Royal Engineers in the British army un- 
der “Chinese” Gordon. 

These roads, built by men under prison sentence, 


country. It is Tynan’s ambition to build model high- 
ways in every county in Colorado, and to open up scenic 
beauties that hitherto have been available only to those 
who travel on horseback. He estimates that with his 
prison force working to the limit of its capabilities, 
more thau 300 miles a year can be added to Colorado’s 
sum total of good roads, and the returns to the State 
through the opening up of neglected spots of scenic 
‘beauty will be incalculable. 
It is difficult to secure free labor for road 
work in any State, as men do not like to leav® 
the great cities. The difficulties are increased in 
a State like Colorado, where roads in many in- 
stances must be hewn from the solid rock. The 
work of Tynans road gangs, therefore, does not 
interfere with free bor. Many other States have 
sent representatives to inspect the methods of Colo- 
rado’s warden, and all are enthusiastic over the results 
achieved. Some have expressed doubt as to the work- 
ing of the road-camp* plan when the convicts are in 
thickly-settled communities, but Tynan does not fear to 
send his men to Denver without guards, and is confident 
that the honor system wiil prevail as well in a thickly- 
settled community as in the lonely hills of Colorado. 
Several States have actually taken up work along the 
Tynan plan. Wyoming recently did away with the con- 
tract system in its penitentiary and started road gangs 
at work on the highways near Kawlins, where the State 
penitentiary is located. Roads will be built in other 
parts of the State as soon as county funds are available. 
Not less interesting than the Tynan road camps are 
the ranches whereon many of Colorado’s convicts are 
engaged in farm work for the benefit of the State. 
Warden Tynan’s ambition is to have a great convict 
ranch established by the State. He would have the 
State buy a thousand or more acres in the fertile Arkan- 
sas Valley, near the penitentiary where trusties can 
be employed. To demonstrate what can be done along 
that line, Tynan has leased two ranches, totaling some 
700 acres, a few miles trom the penitentiary. Those 
who work on these ranches are given an allowance on 
their sentence, as in the case of the road workers. 
Tynan exercises daily supervision over the work. He 
is enthusiastic on the subject of farming, and loves to 
see a well-ordered, prosperous-looking ranch. He gives 
suggestions as to the slightest details, and the convict- 
farmers have to “step lively” to please the warden, who 
has studied up on scientific agriculture and who seems 
to know to the penny what can be wrought from the 
soil,

actions, they bear the added force of Lloyd’s standing, 
and, going: out into the world with that implied endorse- 
ment, their guarantee is beyond question. : 

In this junderwriting-room there is kept what is 
‘Known as the Loss Book —a big volume bound in 
green leather, in which is registered the list of casual 
ties at sea+—anntially numbering something like a thous- 
and or more. In the rear of this room there if an- 
other called “the Chamber of Horrors” or the Grave- 
yard,” where are kept copies of all telegrams received 
reporting shipwrecks at sea and the ominous announce- 
ments of vessels overdue or missing. 

As a natural development, Lloyd's early began and 
has continůded the collection and distribution of mari- 
time and shipping intelligence of every kind. It main- 
tains signa] stations all around the coasts of the United 
Kingdom and the various British colonies and, by an 
arrangement with foreign nations, obtains and for- 
wards reports from their stations and semaphores— 
keeping a staff of 2000 agents employed in all parts of 
the world to do this work. Lioyd’s intelligence depart- 
ment never closes. Its day and night forces of clerks 
are ever receiving and sending messages of one kind 
or another to the several maritime nations. In brief, 
at Lloyd's you can stand with your finger on the pulse 
of the wonid's shipping, and can follow continuously 
the movements of the hundreds of vessels afloat on the 
seas both | home and abroad.

In the old days, the policies issued covered shipping 
risks only; and even to this day vessels and their car- 
goes form the largest share of the business—no incon- 
siderable portion of it being in connection with our 
own vessels. But now Lloyd's of London deals with all 
manner of things involving emergencies and peculiar 
conditions, ranging from earthquakes to revolutions. A 
prima donna or a Caruso may be financially safe- 
guarded against vocal breakdown. To the same fruit- 
fyl source of security goes the fisherman to protect him- 
self against) the loss of his nets; the professional tea 
taster who ‘fears that his tongue may lose its discrimi- 
nating cunning; the perfume expert who is concerned 
about the keenness of his nose; as well as the micro 
scopist whose eyes mean everything to him. These are 
what Lioyd’'s call fancy risks. 

Great events that affect the world or large communi- 
ties, such, for instance, as a royal crowning, become 
likely occasions for speculations among the underwrit- 
ers of Lioyd’s. Aside from those who may be finan- 
cially concerned the builders of reviewing stands, etc. 
there are also those persons that are ever keen for 
the making of an easy fortune and who cannot resist 
the opportunity for a gamble. Will the crowning take 
place as scheduled? Each and every incident is fol- 
owed with feverish anxiety. In the case of the coro- 
nation of the late King Edward whose actual crowning 
was postponed on account of illness, speculation knew 
no bounds. The mere chance of the postponement of 
the Durbar at Delhi has already produced some busi- 
ness at a pretty good rate of interest. As if to go from 
the sublime to the ridiculous, the recent scheduled 
prizefight in London has brought its measure of risks 
registered at Lioxd’s, and the actual abandonment of 
‘the contest between the white man and the negro cost 
the underwriters considerable. | 

Frequently propositions are submitted to Lloyd's for 
which other companies are really better suited, but 
which are top overwhelmingly big for the latter enter- 
prises to cope with singe-handed. For example, a few 
years ago, the British Admiralty had determined upon 
certain fleet mandevers, and the authorities, knowing 
the dangers involyed, desired to take out a policy for 
10,000,000 pounds sterling on the ships concerned, This 
was a risk far too great for the usual companies to un- 
dertake, but, in conjunction with the underwriters of 
Lloyd's, it was actually accomplished.

Of the policies issued two centuries ago in the 
coffee-house on the Thames, a few are still in existence.

was for 3500 pounds sterling on a ship that left Liver- 
Fool for Africa, where her cargo, destined for Cuba, was 
to be loaded on board. Human beings composed th 
shipment, I. e., slaves, on whom was placed a per capita 
value of 45 pounds sterling. But that sort of trading, 
done in those days extensively, offered too many 
chances for villainy and led to the abandonment of its 
underwriting. A typical example of the cheating re 
sorted to issof the kind that follows. A consign- 
ment of slaves was insured in a manner such

threw the unfortunate slaves overboard—reporting that 
they had been drowned—and the underwriters became 
accountable. |

In 1834, another company was formed under thé name 
of Lloyd's Register of British and Foreign Shipping,” 
which took up the particular field of classifying and rat- 
ing for seaworthiness merchant vessels. Strictly 
speaking, this is not part of the association quartered 
in the Royal Exchange, but it is allied, and many, of the 
personnel have memberships in both bodies. Lloyd's 
Register gives to every classified vessel its proper rat- 
ing, and the insurance underwriter bases his rigks ac- 
cordingly. Lloyd's also keeps what is known ab “The 
Captain’s Register,” which gives a complete list, of all 
of the certified commanders of British merchant craft 


as well as all details that may be of the slightest impor- 


tance to ship owners and underwriters. It is needless 
to say that this volume is referred: to frequently; be- 
cause no wise underwriter would insure property with- 
out knowing the character and career of the captain in 
charge of the ship in question. | 

But the work of the underwriters is not without its 
losses even though successful coronations andi other 
public events make it possible to reap a profitable har- 
vest. In a single day in January two years ago, ships 
were wrecked and cargoes carried to the ocean's bot- 
tom representing a money value of quite $5,000,000. Of 
course, this does not happen every day, but the 
times when the balance on the credit side is no 
large for the peace of mind of the underwriters.’ 

There is at Lloyd's the bell recovered from an old 
British frigate lost on the coast of Holland in 
This is about all of value that Lloyd's has obtai from 
that vessel, which the British underwriters insured, 
and which is said to have carried a vast sum of gold 
and silver. As if to lay emphasis upon that ancient 
sacrifice, this same bell is tolled once every time a 
ship is reported wrecked, and the underwriters 
promptly gather to learn whether the loss be theirs or 
that of other members of Lfoyd’s. If the ship subse- 
quently make port, then the glad tidings of this, deliver- 
ance is announced by ringing the bell twice. One can 
easily imagine the state of mind with which the under 


writers listen hoping to hear the more welcome second 
stroke.

It has come to light through the medi of a 
Portuguese fisherman of Playa, that, though there ap- 
pearg to be no way of landing a boat upon the island of 
El Talon, it is possible, at low tide, to find an i 
archway through the perpendicular wall of rock on the 
northeast shore. Through this a small rowboat can be

It is a wonderful sight to see the cloud of birds 
making for Stewart Island for the nesting season. 

They come almost all together, flocks of hundreds of 
thousands darkening the skies for several successive 
days, the blind homing instinct superior to ‘memories of 
past slaughter. The newly-arrivea birds, which return 
to the islands generally about September 25, never 
more than a day or so later, spend the first few days 
after their arrival in fixing up and cleaning out the 
old nests where they nested last year, preparing snug 
homes for innocents to be hatched for slaughter. 

The birds in their nest-building operatioys work with 
the regularity and precision of human beings and with a 
great deal more industry than many humah beings em- 
ploy. The first thing they do is to clean out the old 
nests, which are holes in the ground arranged in sym- 
metrical fashion and covering mies of ground. Holes 
that have been filled up are excavated again; those 
too wet are extended into drier ground by side 


channels. Thus a single opening to 4 nest may 
have three or four side passages. depth of 
the nesting holes is regulated by the depth of 


the soil overlying the rock; but they are never very 
deep, since their direction is borizontal aud tortuous 
after the birds have burrowed a few obe below the 
surface of the soll. : 

So wondertully is the homing instinct developed in 
the mutton bird that each pair of birds rear their young 
in the same nest year after year. Identical markings 
op young birds reared in the same hole during success- 
ive seasons have proved this remarkable fact. 
When the nests are cleared out the renoydted homes 
are lined with leaves. During the cleaning and nest- 
making, which is done by both male and female, the 
birds go without food. Then they flock jout to sea, 
catching fish till about November 25, when the laying 
of eggs commences.

The female birds all lay on. or about the same day 
and at the same time. Some of the mutto-bird catch- 
ers actually assert that all the zds lay exactly on the 
same day, but such unanimity seems hardly possible. It 
is probable, however, that the laying season is com- 
pressed within the limits of two or three days at the 
most, for the belated birds that arrive at Stewart Island 
after the laying season has started invariably drop 
their eggs into the ‘sea.

About the middle of April the old mutton birds mi- 
grate to the north. The young ones follow as soon as 
they are able to fly. About the end of May thousands 
of young ones may be seen flapping clumsily round and 
round the islands learning to fly before embarking on 
their first great migration. In a day or so they wing 
their way strongly northward in the wake. of their 
parents, those which have escaped the gréat annual 
Slaughter, which commences some weeks before this. 
The islands known as mutton-bird isiands are claimed 
by different Madri families, who during April and the 
early part of May go and live upon these zmall tem- 
pest-swept dots of earth rocks in the great) Southern

Such soil, with the treatment out- 
lined, should give the very finest of tulips, flowers that 
Wii amply repay for all cost, time and trouble taken. 
No garden is complete without a few Dutch bulbs. 
Tobacco Smoke Effects on Plants. 


Pier, HANS MOLISCH has been conducting an ex- 
haustive series of experiments to determine the 
efféct of tobacco smoke on plants and has clearly shown 
that a considerable quantity for a considerable time has 
a very detrimental control over plant growth and state 
of health. A review of these experiments, covering 
madre than a page, may be found in a recent issue of the 
Scientific American Supplement: 

The effect of laboratory air upon plants has been at- 
tributed, probably correctly, to traces of illuminating gas 
and its products of combustion. Tobacco smoke un- 
questionably exerts a similar effect and in future experi- 
mdntation with piants more attention must be paid to 


this influence. The fact that greenhouse plants are ap-“ 


parently not injured by fumigation is due to the circum- 
stance that the influence of the tobacco smoke is usu- 
ally exerted only for night, after which the house is 
thoroughly ventilated, and that the damp walls and soil 
purify the air by absorbing the smoke.

Special experiments, however, | 
dave shown that nicotine plays no appreciable part in 


the morbid changes described above, but that these are 

caused by pyridin, hydrogen sulphide and especially by 

catbon monoxide. This conclusion is confirmed by the 

obpervation that a quite similar effect is produced by the 

smoke of paper, straw and wood, which cnntains large 

qupatitios of carbon monoxide, but no nicotine.

WORLD'S BIGGEST UNIVERSITY? 


[New York Sun:] Columbia takes rank the larg- 
est university in the world, bigger even than Berlin, 
according to the final registration figures, which were 
announced yesterday and which show that the total 
number of students taking courses in the ra — year 
just begun Is 7468, not counting the students in the ex- 
tension classes held in the afternoon and evening. 
These figures show ah increase of 626 over last year, 
and it is expected that at the beginning of the second 
half year the 8000 mark will be surpassed, Including 
the students in the extension courses the number is 
already only eight short of 8000. | 

The greatest increase of the year was in the registra- 
tion in Teachers College, which jumped from 1210 last 
fall to 1382. In Columbia College the registration in- 
creased from 697 to 721, and it will without doubt reach 
the 750 mark in February. This is the largest number 
of students that has ever been registered in the college 
department at any one time and shows an increase of 
50 per cent. in the last six years. The present fresh- 
man class in the academic division is 254, or compared 
with 237 a Leun ago.

Now, while I am not a scientist and therefore per- 
aps should not presume to controvert these learned 
gentlemen, yet my credentials will show that I have 
been successful in preventing the appearance of these 
‘so-called germ diseases among my flocks, and also have 
éffectively banished all manner of insect parasites from 
my yards, although during my novitiate I was fully sup- 
plied with all these sundry and various kinds of bugs, 
germs and bacilli; wherefore I feel that a word or two 
from me stand as a guide post to those poultrymen who 
‘are anxious to arrive at the goal of disease and insect- 
free poultry. We know that roup is not caused by 
germs, just as definitely as we know that maggots do 
hot cause rotten cheese; it is the environment that we 
¢ompel the birds to live in that causes them to have 
roup if the houses and yards are not properly built and 
located. In other words, with a correctly-built house 
and a suitable yard for your birds it is impossible for 
them to have roup or any similar disease. In like man- 
her, white diarrhoea is caused by the environment in 
which the eggs are incubated; and it is impossible for 
à correctly-hatched chick to have white diarrhoea. With 
improper incubation environment, no matter how 
healthy your stock may be, this dread disease is bound 
to make its appearance sooner or later. The germs of 
disease, like the seeds of wild plants, are omnipresent, 
and it requires only the right moisture, 1 etc., 
for their development and multiplication. | 

Thi sis so decidedly in keeping with what we have so 
often said in these columns, that further comment seems 
uncalled for. Dirty quarters, tainted food, bad sanita- 
tion are the home of disease germs, which by their pres- 
ence engender disease in all life. Cleanliness is the 
badge of purity, which in turn is the best preventive and 
cure for poultry troubles that we know ase!

“The result of these efforts is seen in the daily arrival 
list. One’s office is invaded every day by some of these 
land seekers who do not find the promised land all that 
is claimed for it. But the trouble is with the individual 
seeking a home, as well as with this plan of building up 
the country. He is often incapable of selecting a piece 
of land upon which he can succeed. His ideas of what 
he should undertake are vagve. In one case two weeks 
ago a tourist said he came to California to grow rami@. 
Another had bought 160 acres of land by mail and had 
just arrived to prepare his tract for planting 7 
grapes. Of eourse failure stares a multitude of 
homeseekers in the face, and the failures react upon 
the progress of the whole community. 

At the bottom of so much of this migration is the 
health question, and to bad health may be attributed 

much hurried and ill-considered investment. Rural bet- 
terment is not promoted nor contentment secured where 
these settlers are brought to the land with reasonable 
prospect of a living wage. In such cases a little wid- 
dom is worth a world of scientific advice; common sense 
more useful than all else. 
Just now one of the State's largest fruit industries | * 
trembling and promising failure. The real estate meh 
as a rule refuse to see the peril, and one can see A 
famous window plastered with advertisements ag 
of enormous profits annually made in this perilous fruit 
enterprise. A few of the best agents are joining in ah 
effort to stop the evil of indiscriminate land promotion. 
Why should it not be prevented? I know of several 
gilt-edged tracts of land being subdivided whose ownh- 
ers are wondering why such bargains in realty are so 
slowly taken. The cause is evident. The questionable 
enterprises offer greatest profits to the promoters. They 
catch too many who might really succeed elsewhere. 
They monopolize the land hunters and often offer such 
roseate inducements in terms and advantages that le- 
gitimate investments are seriously hampered. I believe 
that one of the greatest economic problems of the State 
today is the indiscriminate selling of land. 


Citrus Fruits Control.

Better Fruits. 


IN the face of all the discouragements and losses in 
the deciduous fruit business this season it is signifi- 


production has no complaint concerning bad markets. 
One of the leading shippers of Placer county writes to 
the Rural Press his county has shipped 3000 carloads of 
standardized fruits, principally peaches, plums and 
pears. The auction reports upon this fruit invariably 
show higher prices than that of other sections, often the 
difference being equal to the cost of production. 

At any time during the season just past, if a repre 
sentative of eastern buyers had visited the principal 
shipping points in Placer county he would have ob 
served a corps ot Inspectors working from one shipping 
house to another, carefully examining the various lots 
of fruit ready for shipment. He would have seen occa- 


the standard, and such lots trucked aside, separated 
from the fruit for interstate shipment. These inspec- 
tors were employed and paid by the growers and hip 
pers’ association of the county, and were all practical 
and experienced fruit packers, well qualified to interpret 
and apply the standard rules. 

The movement is one of policy. Marketing miniature, 
undersized fresh fruit ahead of others was a temptation 
to which growers had yielded since fruit was first 
grown, and prices obtained for such early stuff often 
seemed to justify the practice. Later shipments suf- 
fered as a result, however, and from such experience 
growers and shippers alike saw the wisdom of a stand- 
ard pack. 


Supervising the Pack. 


ACKING apples in Oregon is done under a plan 

thought to be original with the growers of that State. 
One of the growers there writes me that the work is 
done under direction of a superintendent for each dis- 
trict. “For instance, the superintendent goes into an 
orchard and looking over the frult remarks: ‘We will 
pack your apples tomorrow.“ The next day the pack- 
ers take charge of the orchard and pack the apples. 
From the central office directions are telephoned to the 
grower telling him where to ship the fruit, and when. 

This plan is not new. Many of the citrus associations 
in Southern California maintain each a picking crew, 
and the fruit nas been packed for years by superintend- 
ents. The Oregon system works very well, my cor 
respondent writes, but he does not believe the system is 
even reasonably effective and has been holding meet- 


under one organization. It seems certain that as large 
areas of apples come into bearing in Oregon new mar- 
keting arrangements must be adopted. Their packing 
arrangements have always been more satisfactory than 
their methods of selling. Californians will scarcely find 
anything new to them in fruit packing. 

There is a tendency among the deciduous fruit grow- 
ers to use cheaper packages. This is especially true 
of the table-grape growers, wuo are -ontinually experi- 
menting with new methods. Two carloads of Tokays 
recently went East packed in kegs of redwood sawdust. 
weighing about fifty pounds each. The sawdust was sub- 
jected to a new drying pricess and the fruit will be 
kept in cold storage until midwinter if it will keep that 
long. Several are shipping in cheap, slatted crates. 


California’s Escape. 


URENG the year 1907 three large colonies of recite 

rus white fly were found in California. The citrus 
fruit growers were alarmed as they never were before 
over the advent of an insect pest, realizing that Florida 
had been damaged to an unlimited extent by 
these minute creatures. By the most heroic 
measures ever attempted for the extirpation of 
an insect the peril was wiped out of . existence, 
and should the fly secure a hold again the 
alarm would be greatly mitigated. That we may appre 


the condition of Florida as stated by E. W. Berger in the 
Florida Fruit Grower. 

Mr. Berger says the white fly causes a loss to the 
State amounting to $2,000,000 annually. He estimates a

Yesterday 
when symptoms of heart failure developed, death fol- 
lowed.”

What, however, are we to think of the surgeon who per- 
formed this operation, knowing, as he must have known

When will women—and> physicians also—learn that 
the appendix is a necessary organ of the body—that 
there are no unnecessary parts of the body? The ap- 
pendix serves to lubricate the lower bowel, and its ex- 
cision—when death does not attend the operation—is'al- 
ways followed by alternate constipation and diarrhoea. 
The superstition about foreign bodies in the appendix 
is largely based upon dissections ot dogs. Now, in the 
dog the appendix is practically a continuation of the in- 
testine. Another evidence that vivisection is not only

Operations for appendicitis are never justifiable, 
are always dangerous. Appendicitis is simply what 


‘formerly caved inflammation of the bowels. It yields 


readily to rational treatment. Only in a few is 
the appendix affected. Even when the appendix is in- 
flamed, swollen, and full of pus, if the treatment is ra 
tional, nature may be depended upon to perform a ct 
by discharging the matter through the gut |

tions, are due partly to a desire on the part of surgeons 
to perform a clever piece of work, and partly, one, must

Abroad, in 
Berlin, thé city has gone into business as a wholesale 
food merchant, buying carloads of sea fish and selling 
the fish at cost to retailers, who bind themselves to sell 
at prices fixed by the city. 

One reason—in addition to the increased gold produc- 
tion—why food is so dear is that there is such a great 
margin between the price received by the producer, and 
that paid by the consumer. Recently the editor of the 
Care of the Body paid 10 cents for three moderate-sized 
Bartlett pears, while at the same time an extra large 
crop of this fruit was being harvested in Northern Cali- 


started to remedy this condition of affairs by selling 
direct to the consumer. It is high time that something 
of this sort should be done. 

Meanwhile, those who understand food values may 
even at these high prices be healthy and active and 
strong on a very small expenditure for food. 

Sulphured Fruits. 

HE USE of sulphur upon dried fruits is injurious to 

health, as it produces sulphuric acid. There is no 
question of doubt about this, whatever the - Remsen 
Board may decide. It was this same board, by the way, 
appointed by President Roosevelt, which overturned the 
just decision of Dr. Wiley in regard to the unhealthful- 
ness of mineral preservatives in foods, and since then 
the board has tried to get Wiley’s scalp. 

The editor of the Care of the Body has resided in 
California for nearly thirty-six years, and takes a patri- 
otic pride in the State’s industries. He cannot, however, 
permit this to prevent him from uttering a truth when 
the health of the people is involved. “Magna est veritas 
et prevalabit.” Moreover, it is quite possible to dry 
fruits without the use of sulphur, provided people would 
not be so foolish as to demand light-colored fruit that 
las been doctored. Such a method may be more tedious 
and expensive, but that should count for little when the“ 
question of public health is involved. 

Unsulphured fruit tastes much sweeter and more ap- 
Any one whose senses 
have not been blunted by wrong living, or the abuse of 
condiments, can readfly detect the sulphuric acid taste 
on dried fruit, especially when it is eaten raw, as it al- 
ways should be eaten, if you wish to derive the greatest 
benefit from it. 

When the dried fruit is soaked or washed sufficiently 
to remove the sulphur, it loses much of its nourishing 
qualities.

lodgement in a locality beyond the reach of the flush- 
ings or beyond the valve that intervenes between the 
large and small intestines. 

“My much esteemed friend, Edson Smith, overlooks 
the fact that the small intestines need laundering, 
equally with the colon, to make his flushings accom- 
plish all his fancy pictures. I have had a large experi- 
ence in treating flux, and have found that the usual 
method of treating the disease—with opiates and astrin- 
gents—to arres e frequency of the discharges and re- 
lieve the tenesmus, handicaps nature in her efforts to 
rid herself of excrementitious matter long since past 
due, and eld enough to pass into the hands of the un- 
dertaker, or be disposed of by burial or cremation. 

“Mr. Smitn does not believe that one person in a mil- 
lion has clean bowels. That statement will not hold 
good with vegetarians and simple livers. With glut- 
tons and Carnivora the statement approximates the 
truth. 

“Dr. H. T. Turner, a high authority on the problem, 
states that out of 284 cases of post-mortem investiga- 
tion, but 28 colons were found free from hardened fecal 
matter, and in their normal condition; the remaining 
236 were more or less engorged, varying from pro
